Commander  Collins, 
assisted  by  Jim  Parham,  his  aide  and  pilot, 
flew  his  trim  red  and  white  craft  into  46 
states,  logging  more  than  133,000  miles  in 
all  kinds  of  weather  this  past  year.  The 
Commander  has  convinced  many  people  of 
the  advantages  of  air  travel,  but  is  probably 
proudest  of  the  enthusiasm  for  flying  shown 
by  Mrs.  Percy  A.  Lainson,  Auxiliary  Na- 
tional President,  following  a “lift”  he  gave 
her  from  Lewiston,  Montana,  to  Bismarck, 
North  Dakota.  He  doesn’t  yet  say  “knots 
per  hour”  or  “port  and  starboard  engines” 
but  Commander  Collins  has  successfully 
combined  his  Air  Force  training  with  Par- 
ham’s Navy  background,  proving  that 
unification  can  work.

1.  The  instructions  contained  herein  will  govern  the 
official  parade  of  the  Thirty-seventh  National  Con- 
vention of  The  American  Legion. 

2.  TIME:  (a)  The  leading  elements  of  the  parade  will 
move  promptly  from  the  initial  point  at  4:30  p.m., 
Tuesday,  October  11,  1955,  regardless  of  weather 
conditions. 


(b)  The  time  of  assembly  for  each  Department  or 
element  of  the  parade  is  shown  in  detail  in  this  parade 
order. 

3.  ROUTE:  The  parade  will  start  in  the  DuPont  Plaza 
area  on  Biscayne  Boulevard  and  S.E.  2nd  Street. 
The  parade  assembly  area  is  two  blocks  south  of  the 
McAllister  Hotel.  The  parade  will  proceed  north  on 
the  East  lane  of  Biscayne  Boulevard  to  5th  Street 
N.E.,  then  south  on  the  West  lane  of  Biscayne  Boule- 
vard to  Flagler  Street,  then  west  on  Flagler  to  Miami 
River.  The  parade  will  disband  after  crossing  the 
bridge  at  Flagler  Street  and  the  Miami  River. 

4.  ASSEMBLY  AREA:  Assembly  areas  for  all  Depart- 
ments are  as  indicated  on  the  parade  map.  Instruc- 
tions for  each  Department  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Parade  Committee  and  will  be  distributed  at  the 
general  Parade  Instructions  Meeting,  5:00  p.m., 
Sunday,  Flagler  Ball  Room,  McAllister  Hotel. 

5.  ORGANIZATION : The  order  in  which  Departments 
or  other  elements  will  appear  in  the  parade  is  shown 
in  detail  on  the  parade  map.  In  order  to  regulate  and 
facilitate  the  march  of  the  parade,  the  various  ele- 
ments have  been  grouped  into  divisions,  each  under 
a division  marshal.

7.  MARCHING  DISTANCES: 

(a)  Distances  between  elements  of  military  escort 
will  be  as  prescribed  in  the  applicable  military 
or  naval  regulations. 

(b)  Distances  between  platoons  of  The  American 
Legion,  ten  (10)  paces.  (NOTE:  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  any  group  of  colors,  whether 
massed  or  not,  will  be  considered  a platoon.) 

(c)  Distances  between  Departments:  Thirty  (30) 
paces. 

(d)  Distances  between  floats  or  automobiles:  Five 

(5)  paces. 

(e)  Twenty  (20)  yards  distances  in  front  and  rear 
of  bands  and  drum  corps  will  be  maintained 
during  the  march. 

8.  REVIEWING  AND  GRANDSTANDS:  The  official 
reviewing  stand  for  the  National  Commander  and 
his  party  will  be  at  the  foot  of  Flagler  Street  in  Bay 
Front  Park.  The  reviewing  stand  is  approximately 
two  blocks  from  the  start  of  the  parade  and  all  units 
are  warned  to  be  prepared  to  pass  in  review  as  soon 
as  they  start  in  the  parade. 

9.  SALUTES:  Elements  of  the  parade  will  render  but 
one  salute  throughout  the  line  of  march.  This  will 
occur  when  passing  the  reviewing  stand  of  the 
National  Commander. 

10.  CONDUCT  OF  THE  MARCH: 

(a)  Maneuvering  or  special  feature  marching  at  any 
place  along  the  route  will  not  be  permitted. 

11.  FLOATS:  Entry  of  floats  as  approved  by  each  De- 
partment (Permit  to  be  obtained  from  Parade  Com- 
mittee, Room  400,  McAllister  Hotel.) 

12.  ELIGIBILITY  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  PARADE: 
With  the  exception  of  the  police  and  military  and 
naval  escort  and  distinguished  guests,  eligibility  to 
participate  in  the  parade  is  limited  to  the  members 
of  The  American  Legion,  the  uniformed  bodies  of 


The  American  Legion  Auxiliaries  and  the  Forty  and 
Eight,  subject  to  the  following  activities  which  shall 
be  prohibited  in  the  line  of  march: 

(a)  The  drinking  of  or  simulated  drinking  of  intoxi- 
cants. 

(b)  Participants  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating 
liquors. 

(c)  Use  of  water  pistols  and  electric  shocking 
devices. 

(d)  Female  impersonators. 

(e)  Firecrackers. 

( f ) Box  cars  with  women  passengers. 

(g)  Any  presentation  or  representation,  either  im- 
moral or  in  bad  taste. 

Violators  of  any  of  the  above  rules  will  be  summarily 
removed  from  the  parade.  Parade  officials,  consisting 
of  the  Grand  Marshal  and  others  designated  parade 
officers.  Department  Parade  Chairmen,  police  of- 
ficers, local  Convention  Service  Committees  and  any 
members  of  the  National  Convention  Commission, 
shall  be  authorized  to  enforce  these  rules. 

13.  DISBANDMENT:  Disbandment  of  the  parade  will 
start  immediately  after  crossing  the  bridge  at  Flagler 
Street  and  the  Miami  River  as  directed  by  the  Chief 
Regulating  Officer  of  the  Disbanding  area. 

14.  FIRST  AID  AND  CONVENIENCE  STATIONS: 
First  Aid  and  Convenience  Stations  in  the  Assembly 
Area  and  along  the  Parade  Route  will  be  conspicu- 
ously marked. 

15.  GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS: 

(a)  Embraced  in  this  order  as  The  Parade  Map  and 
The  March  Table  contains  information  as  to 
the  assembly  areas  and  the  order  of  march.

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In  the  last  game  of  the  1955  American  Legion  Junior 
Baseball  Finals  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  on  September 
2,  the  team  of  Cincinnati  Postal  Employees  Post  216, 
beat  Bunker  Hill  Post  31,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  by 
a score  of  10  to  4.  This  game  marked  the  conclusion 
of  the  29th  year  of  The  American  Legion’s  largest 
program.

That  this  objective  has 
been  attained  many  times  is 
proved  by  the  letters  which 
The  American  Legion  Com- 
missioner of  Junior  Baseball, 

Lou  Brissie,  receives  from  men 
who  have  played  Junior  Base- 
ball and  later  succeeded  in 
many  fields. 

The  public  does  not  always 
see  how  this  three-decade 


long  program  has  benefitted  the  youth  of  America  and 
the  nation.  It  is  well  aware,  however,  of  the  more  pub- 
licized contribution  of  Junior  Baseball  to  the  ranks  of 
major  league  ball  players. 

Last  season  of  the  400  major  league  players,  237  were 
American  Legion  Junior  Baseball  graduates.  Organ- 
ized baseball  recognizes  this  contribution  to  its  suc- 
cess with  financial  support  which  last  year  reached 
$60,000. 

The  National  Finals  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  in  Sep- 
tember brought  scouts  from  13  major  league  teams. 
Undoubtedly  in  the  years  to  come  the  teenagers  who 
competed  before  these  scouts,  will  appear  in  the  line- 
ups of  major  league  clubs. 

The  million  boys  who  played  this  year  in  American 
Legion  Junior  Baseball  and  their  older  brothers  who 
have  gone  before  them  testify  to  the  success  of  The 
American  Legion  in  reaching  and  helping  the  youth 
of  America  to  build  a country  which  will  reflect  the 
iples  of  The  American  Legion.

For  his  theme  he  took  the  phenomenal  growth  of  Miami  and  Florida 
from  the  early  days  of  the  Spanish  explorers  to  the  latter-day  tourists 
who  bask  on  the  sandy  beaches  and  enjoy  the  luxury  of  some  of  the 
world’s  finest  hotels. 

The  Flag  of  the  United  States  and  The  American  Legion  Flag  draped 
over  the  scene  of  the  sun-bathed  Florida  coast  symbolize  the  setting 
of  the  37th  National  Convention— the  fourth  that  The  American  Legion 
has  held  in  the  City  of  Miami. 

The  figures  of  armored  Spanish  soldiers  of  the  16th  Century  depict  the 
men  who  first  visited  the  Florida  coast  and  enjoyed  its  magnificent  cli- 
mate; a climate  so  wonderful  that  for  many  years  Ponce  de  Leon  was 
convinced  that  here  he  would  find  the  Fountain  of  Youth. 

The  descendants  of  the  Indians  shown  here  who  watched  the  first 
tourists  sail  their  small  vessels  to  the  Florida  shore  are  still  living  on 
the  lands  their  ancestors  knew.  The  wilderness  of  the  semi-tropical 
jungle  in  which  they  lived  has  given  way  to  the  beauty  of  a modern 
American  city. 

In  the  oval  picture,  Homer  Hill  offers  a glimpse  of  the  beauty  that  has 
earned  for  Miami,  the  name  of  “The  Magic  City.”
